Stockpile Burning Halted At 
The Nineteenth Street Dump 


“Stockpile” burning on the 
Nineteenth street city dump has 
been ordered stopped pending 
study of plans for a permanent 
solution of trash disposal prob- 
lems. 

This type of burning is believed 
to have been” responsible for 
smoke and fumes which have 
plagued residents of the Campus 
Gardens subdivision, and caused 
illness of at least one person. 
“Stockpile” burning consists of 
use of rubber tires to help ‘burn 
off” excess material from salvage- 
able items at the dump. 

RELIEF ASKED 

Decision to stop burning ‘‘stock- 
pile’ items on the Nineteenth 
street dump was made after 
Councilman Donald Carr reported 
on a presonal tour of the area 
uffected by smoke and fumes and 
asked the council for immediate 
relief. 

Councilman Carr 
cil that after receiving numerous 
‘complaints regarding smoke and 
odor from the Campus Gardens 
wubdivigion, he made a personal 
‘nvestigation, even visiting the 
rea at 2 o’elock in the morning.

Gar- 
bage would be hauled out of the 
city to be cooked and fed to hogs 
on hog ranches in other parts of 
the county. 

Trash, cans and other combusti- 
bles and non-combustibles would 
be carried to the city dump on 
Fourteenth street where they 
would be subjected to the cut-and- 
fill method.

New Downtown Parkin? Program 
Is Good News To Community 


It is Good news to everyone that many Upland business- 
men and most owners of downtown property are trying to. do 
something about the downtown congestion. 

Many individuals, after finding their familiar streets crowd- 
ed with cars and no convenient place to park, have asked the 
question of business friends: “When are you going to do some- 
thing to give us a place to park?” 

It is a wonderful assurance for business people to have 
non-business people become concerned about the parking 
problem in Upland. While the business firms and owners of 
the business property will directly benefit in having more 
parking and more customers, additional parking facilities are 
also of value to local people in going to their favorite food 
market, retail store, bank and to the post office. 


Among the bad features of the current project is the lack 
unanimity among the business people in creating a proposed 
assessment district. A majority of property owners and mer- 
chants, however, have united in a legal petition—the first 
step in formation of a downtown assessment district. Thus 
the procedure will soon be started for what is likely to be the 
eventual creation of four off-street, free parking lots on First 
and Third avenues. 

Space will be provided for at least 350 cars. 

Another bad feature of the proposal is the effect it will have 
in disrupting the residences of a dozen or so families who now 
occupy the buildings on the proposed parking sites. Many 
of these are elderly pople, who would otherwise enjoy living 
in their present homes the remainder of their days. Of course, 
these people will be paid a fair price for their property, but 
money cannot compensate for the inconvenience and disrup- 
tion that will occur. 


It is nothing new, however, for new, necessary improve- 
ments to bring changes to peoples’ place of residence. and 
accustomed way of living. Some opposition is also always 
to be expected in, the path to accomplishments. 

The advantages to the business community and the bene- 
fits to all residents outweigh the bad feaures of the plan. The 
parking plan is a timely move to building a stronger and big- 
ger business community. It is a move, naturally, to bring 
more business firms into the so-called central business area. 

We want to emphasize, cost of this proposed development 
will be borne by owners of the property within the assessment 
district—not by the general public. This is logical, since 
business property owners and their tenants will directly bene- 
fit through being enabled to have more customers within the 
business area. 

All residents in the Upland area, we are confident, want a 
progressive, modern, serviceable central business district. 
The parking plan will be a big help in realiziny this end. 


Save Your Own Life In Helping 
To Make December 15 Deathless 


It is odd, to say the least, that people have to be warned 
to be careful in order to save their lives. 
But that is the case. 

A new angle is being presentel, however, on Dec. 15.

The big effort to get people to drive safely comes at this 
time because the latter part of December has the worst traffic 
fatality record of any part of the year. December 24, near 
the most holy day in the year, is the most dangerous day of 
the year in traffic. Last year 519 persons were killed in Christ- 
mas weekend traffic.

At that 
time police told one of their vic- 
tims the men were charging ex- 
horbitant fees.

County Health Officer “William 
Cosand said this week the case is 
not an isolated one and many res- 
idents are being victimized out of 
large sums of money by a group 
of fly-ky-night operators. ~ 


“These nomad operators,’ Dr. 
Cosand warned, “are soliciting

offer to inspect your cesspool 
free. When the tank is opened, 
they are, if operating properly, 


is always full. 


Residents are told that the unit 
will overflow if it isn’t pumped 
and these roving operators will 
offer to do the job at such in- 
significant sounding figures as 
five and eight cents per pound 
or 10 to 18 cents per gallon.” 
When such prices as these are 
used, the health officer declares, 
the normal job will run as much 
as ten timgs more than the legiti- 
mate and licensed operators 
charge for*the same service.
